REMARKS 

In the Office Action 1 , the Examiner rejected claims 4, 7, 8, 10, 11, 14, 16, 18, 19, 
and 21 under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being anticipated by Aritome (U.S. Patent 
No. 5,949,101); rejected claim 9 as being unpatentable over Aritome; and allowed 
claims 5, 15, and 22. 

Applicant gratefully acknowledges the Examiner's allowance of claims 5, 15, and 
22. By this Amendment, applicant has canceled claims 4, 9, 14, and 21 without 
prejudice and disclaimer. Applicant has amended claims 7, 10, 11, and 18 to depend 
from allowable claim 5, and has amended claims 16 and 19 to depend from allowable 
claim 14. 

Applicant respectfully traverses the rejection of claims 4 and 14 under 35 U.S.C. 
§ 102(b). Nevertheless, solely to advance prosecution, Applicant has canceled these 
claims, rendering their rejection moot. Claims 9 and 21 are also canceled, rendering 
their rejection moot. 

Claims 7, 10, 11, 16, 18, and 19 are allowable at least by virtue of their 
dependence from allowable claim 5 or 15. 

CONCLUSION 

In view of the foregoing amendments and remarks, which establish the 
allowability of all pending claims, Applicant respectfully requests that the Examiner pass 
this application to issue.
